perhapa no record, previdus to that date, in 
the ° history: of How; ong asa colony. of 
any visitation ‘which ‘Shas the. occasion 
of so much ‘preventible loss of pro- 
perty and of. life.”’-Whon the gale was 
apparently at its height, that is, betwoon 
one and half past tlirce o'clock, a consider- 
ablé number of junks drifted on to the 
Praya, between the Canton steamer wharf, 
and the Sailors' Home. In a short time 
those, or most of them, were shattered into 
a thousand pieces ;-and. a large. varicty of 
wreckage ‘was to’ beseen, the’ dissevered 
parts of whathad oncobeen junks or aampans 
orcargo boate bein complotelyundistinguish- 
able. Nearthe Sailors’ Homea couple of bul- 
looks, of all things in the world, lay ‘* water-- 
lugged together." The middle of the. day 
was a time of wild oxcitement—an. oppor- 
tunity for display of much foolishnoss on the 
part of Chinese, who asa rule seemed to re- 
gard the rescue of some lares and penates, 
which, looked at from a commercial point of 
view, were not worth more than a few 
conts, 28 & matter often thousand times 
more importance then the saving of half 
a dozen’ or:. perhaps a dozen - human 
beings, including somé women and children, 
This tallousness té the value of -human:

In. splendid contrast with 
that of the Chinese, hundreds of whom stood 
idly by,: caréleas alike whether the: lives 
of their cointrynten‘and of their own flesh 
and blood were saved; and particularly the 
lives of women and children, was the be- 
haviour of all Europenis who wore present, 
and so-had an opportunity <of lending a 
helping hand as members of the Humane 
Society, .as Police.“ Itepectors » ind. sor- 
geants and humble montbers of the Forte,’ 
or as. volunteers, under which particularly 
creditable title are included .representatives 
of, it may be said, allfistions.
